Those Factory Bells and Whistles. - 


The’ community has the right to be 
protected from personal annoyance. 

The factory bells and whistles are 
such—they are more—they are nuisances. 
Time was when they were more or léss 
necessary, but now When a good alarm 
clock can be bought for ninety cents, it 
is not fitting that a large majority of our 
people should be wakened from their 
sleep at such early .hours for the benefit 
of the few. 

I know I speak for a great many who 
suffer from the early awakening by the 
bells and whistles. IL give up to no 
one in my interest in the wellfare of the 
operatives and the laborers. I desire 
that they have a day of not over eight 
hours and good living wages. I am glad 
of every strike that is well conducted as 
between man and man and always wish 
them success. This ,they never can get 
without respecting the rights of others 
in every way, small and great. 

It may seem a small thing to be waked 
up at 5,30 a.m. but it is not to anyone 
who is a poor sleeper like myself. The 
morning rest is needed by many. We all 
wish that all could have it, therefore an 
appeal to our factory owners to give up 
their bells and whistles and have the op- 
eratives use the 90 cent alarm. 

This would give rest and péace to a 
great many, especially the old people, 
who do not neéd to be up so early.

Whois Registrar of Voters from Ballardvale? Two 
Different Men Hold Selectmens’ 
, Appointments. 


There are two men in town busy won- 
dering which is “it.” 

It all happened because John Davey of 
Ballardvale, decided he wouldn’t play 
any. longer after _Mr, _Ex-Selectman 
Stark's vindication atthe bar of justice 
last year. Mr. Davey, having made up 
his mind to quit, sent in his resignation 


as amember of the board of registrars of 


voters which was accepted by the board 
of selectmen in due course. 

So-far.so good. Then came the mo- 
mentous question as to-who was the 
proper man to take his place on' the 
board, Of course it must be a Democrat, 
the law: requiring that two representa- 
tives of each of the leading political par- 


ties shall serve in this capacity. __Mvr.. 


Stark selected Owen Caffrey, a good man 
and true-blue Democrat, and Mr. Caffrey 
was accordingly decided upon by the rest 
of the board, following the usual custom 
that the selectman: from the, south dis- 
trict should choose the’ man for the 
place. , ‘ 

This-appeared all right and proper, and 
followed out the precedents of past 
years, but just here a little error or slip— 
call it what you will—escaped the eyes 
of the town fathers and town clerk, for 
while it was recorded in the records that 
Owen Catfrey was elected to fill the un- 
expired term of John Davey, Mr. Caffrey 
received an appointment which told him 
that he was a member of the board 
of registrars for threegyears. ‘This ap- 
pointment. was duly countersigned by 
the thré@®electmen and was later signed 
by Abraham Marland, justice of the 
peace, when Mr. Caffrey took the oath of 
otlice. It might also be stated that, Mr, 
Stark’s name as secrétary'of the board 
is subscribed to the reeords of the meet- 
ing as entered by ‘Town Clerk Marland. 

From. the above it will be seen that 
mattets were in a somewhat compHeated 
position, which has’ not been materially 
improved: by the recent appointment to 
the same place of Patrick Scott, Ballard: 
vale, at the instance of Mr. Bailey, 
whose turn it was to dictate the man for 
the place. That the new board of select- 
men were entirely within their rights in 
appointing Mr. Scott cannot be doubted, 
as the records clearly show that Mr. Caf- 
frey was only appointed for Mr. Davey’s 
unexpired term. 

Mr. Boutwell says he does not remem- 
ber that Mr. Caffrey was appointed for 
fore than the unexpired term and sup- 
poses that the way.it is recorded in the 
records is correct, and he also states that 
the board had been accustomed to sign 
the blanks and give them to Mr. Mar- 
land, as clerk of the board.to fll out, and 
thought likely this appointment was 
made in thé’Same way. 

Mr. Goldsmith remembers it about the 
sameway as~ does—Mr.. Boutwell and 
states that he does not think it would 
have been legal for the board to have ap- 
pointed Mr. -Caffrey for more than the 
unexpired term. He, also, feared that 
the selectmen had signed a blank and

Fighting the Brown Tail. 


The brown-tail moth is flourishing in 
Andover, or rather wil) before the sun 
mer is over unless steps are taken to rid 
the town of the pest. 

Many are the dried, wizened up leaves 
on the fruit and shade trees in gardens 
and on the thoroughfares of this place. 
each containing a colony of the little 
pests which only await the proper mo 
ment to begin their work of devastation. 

In other places, the people realize the 
seriousness of the situation and are do- 
ing all in their power to destroy the 
nests. In Lynn, besides the work per 
formed by the city goverament upon the 
nests in the shade trees, the school chil 
dren. have destroyed to date 2810) 
nests, and as a scientist estimates that 
there are a thousand caterpillars in each 
nest, this means that the children have 
gathered 628, 103,000 of the moths which 
have been burned in the school house 
furnaces. The board of trade of Lyi! 
offered a prize of $25. to the grammal 
school whose pupils destroyed the great 
est number of nests in proportion to the 
number of scholars; $15 to the secon’ 
and $10 to the third, also a prize of § 
to the room reporting the largest null 
ber. The prizes are to be used in beauth 
fying the school buildings. ’ 

The school committee took the matte! 
up, the principals became interested an 
through them the boys and girls of the 
grammar ‘schools, with the result that 
squads of the boys have huntedall ovet 
the city and have destroyed a prodigious 
number of nests. 

The nests are collected, carried to the 
schoolhouses in baskets, boxes and pac i 
ages and there counted by the jamite 
under the supervision of the princip’
